DETAILED ACTION 



Claims 1-8 and 12 are under consideration in this application. 

Upon careful review, applicants have not filed a supplemental reissue oath/declaration 
subsequent to the original oath/declaration submitted in the application or surrendered the 
original patent+«> <M? , 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.75(b)(1), a supplemental reissue oath/declaration under 37 
CFR 1.175(b)(1) must be received before this reissue application can be allowed. Claims 1-8 
and 12 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue oath under 35 U.S.C. 25 1 . See 37 
CFR 1.175. The nature of the defect is set forth above. Receipt of an appropriate supplemental 
oath/declaration under 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1) will overcome this rejection under 35 U.S.C. 251.
